izedin St. Louis, and 
the mews that they 
were successfully op- 
erating ina large ho- 
telfora week created 
a genuine sensation. 
„Where are the po- 
lice?’? and ‘‘What is 
the town coming to?’’

Every night for the past week Barnum’s 
Hotel has been the rendezvous of all the big 
gamblers of the city. The bank was the 
biggest ever started in the city and might 
have operated successfully for months had 
not the PostT-DISPATCH given to the publica 
full history of the remarkable trust.

I did not 
answer him. One ofthe men bad a jimmey in 
his band which he had carried for use in case 
we found the game and were unable to obtain 
entrance in any other way. 

ACCUSED OF HOUSE BREAKING. 

‘*Taylor saw the instrament and at once ac- 
cused us for breaking in his door. I told him 
that there were other ways agreat deal easier 
than that and suggested thatwe might have 
usedapair of ‘outsiders.’ These are in- 
struments used to turn a key 
from the outside which has been 
left in a lock. We used no such 
instrument and only made use of the expres- 
sion to keep from telling Taylor how we got 
in. Isuppose that is how he got the idea that 
we used skeleton keys. I don’t know what 
made him think some of us went up the fire- 
escape. 

Detective Moberly says he knew of the game 
i ae ae hours before he made the 
raid.

Wednesday evening two of my men met two 
of the suspected parties at Eighth and Olive 
streets.

Delicate Surgical Operation Performed by 
a Philadelphia Physician. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aron. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 9.—A very rare and 
important operation in surgery was performed 
by Dr. W. W. Keen, Professor of Surgery at the 
Jefferson Medical College, Saturday after- 
noon.

Work on the elevated portion of 

the structure, 8,500 feet in length, and extend- 

ingfrom Main and Biddle, across blocks to 

the levee and thence on the Levee 

to Poplar street, where it crosses 

blocks to an entrance to the Union Depot, 

was actively begun this morning. It will, 

howeyer, be delayed to some extent by the 

refusal of the police and Mayor to allow'the 

company to putdown the track on Main street 
yesterday. 

„This will greatly inconvenience us, said 
President Rainwater this morning. Still we 
desire to conform to the law, and as not ap- 
pearing in the light of attempting to break it. 
The work was, I am convinced, stopped 
through a misapprehension of the facts, as 
we certainly bad 

A LEGAL RIGHT 

to lay the track, and as much right to work at 
iton Sunday as have the electric light com- 

panies to carry on their work of construction 

on that day. The police in stopping our men 
were acting under the influence of a mistaken 
impression, and Mayor Noonan in ordering 
them to carry out the policy they had already 
begun acted, I presume, properly on the 
statements as he had them, without 
having the facts before him. This 
track should have been put down 
some time ago, but we delayed the work as 
we hoped to secure from the Municipal As- 

sembly the privilege to run a double track. 

We now see that we cannot get that, andas it 
is necessary to havethe track down to con- 

nect with the work on the elevated portion of 
the road, we determined to go ahead with the 
single truck. Thetime was selected because 
of the urgency of the work, and because much 
better progress could be made at a time when 
the street was free of teams. This little 
stretch, 1,900 feet, is all that remains to be put 
down to connect with the elevated structure. 

Everything north of Florida street, including 
frogs and switches, to the bridge, is complete. 
You can thus easily see the urgency of the 
work. As to our right to lay the track, there 
can be no doubt. It is given us 
by an ordinance passed by the 


Municipal Assembly, and an ordinance 
is regarded as superior toa permit. Then, as 
toa permit, it isthe rule not to issue them. 
We have never had a permit andestiil we have 
laid four miles of track. We applied fora 
permit when we began work, and were told 
that a permit was never issued for work pre- 
scribed by ordinance. An ordinance simply 
required that our plans should be sudmitted 
to and approved by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and that special plans should be 
submitted for this 1,900 feet. Our general 

lans were approved a year ago, and the 

oard approved the plans for this track, to be 
constructed with a flat rail, three weeks ago. 
This, it seems to me, is authority for our 
work.’’ 

In regard tothe laying of the track, how- 
ever, there is 

ANOTHER QUESTION, 
one which concerns the portion of the street 
on which the track shall be laid, and in which 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy is interest- 
ed. The Burlington people desire to run a 
track down Main street and want the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal track put down on one side 
of the street so as to leave room for their 
track on the other side. The rule of the 
Board of Public Improvements has been that 
where there isa singletrack it must be in the 
middie of the street, and there is also a Su- 
preme Court decision which holds that one 
man must have as much space on his side of 
the Street as his neighbor on the opposite 
side. Ifthe Merchants’ Terminal track was to 
be laid on one side the company wouid, it is 
claimed, havethe privilege of saying which 
side it should be and would make its selection 
with a view to the effect on property which it 
owns. This might be a side that would 
make it very inconvenient for the 
Burlington. It was to get around this that 
the Terminal people offered, to settle the 
matter with the Burlington, to pay half the 
cost of the construction of a second track. 
The proposition, however, was not accepted, 
and they propose now to go ahead with the 
construction of the single track under the 
rules laid down regardless of the Burlington 
and its demand for an exclusive track, but, 
as Maj. Rainwater says, in complianee with 
the law. 
A DEFIANCE OF THE LAW 

in laying the tracks ofrailroads in contested 
territory is the general rule, and it is almost 
as generally successful. The construction of 
the surface of the Merchants’ Terminal is 
being done by the company by day labor, so 
that its officers are in full direction of opera- 
tions. That they have given explicit instruc- 
tions is evidenced by a statement made to a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter by Joseph Christo- 
pher of 362% North Broadway. Mr. Chris- 
topher has charge of the work of laying 
the tracks. He has deen in the 
business for years, and has probably pushed 
more miles of track through regardless of 
the police and beforethe work could be 
stopped by an injunction than any other man 
in the city. Areporter remarked to bim that 
he narrowly escaped going to jail yesterday 
morning. 

„ wouldn’t dave cared aaything about 
that, he replied. ‘‘They can put me in the 
station house all they wantto; it wouldn’t be 
the firsttime. I’ve been there often on busi- 
nees like this. I was taken to the Four 
Courts three days in succession once, when I 
was laying a track in the Mill Creek Valley. 
All that was necessary was to deputize an- 
other foreman, and by see-sawing in this way 
keep on working. When they got through we 
had the track down, and we didn’t havea 
permit or anything else. Inthis case all the 

olice in town couldn't have stopped the lay- 
ng of that track if we had been determined to 
go ahead in opposition to,them. But we didn’t 
Gosire to have the appearance of going 
againstthe law. So when the police came up 
we yielded tothem at once.

To-Dax's CONFERENCE, 

This morning at 10:30 o’clock, Messrs. 
Rainwalter, Rumsey and MeLure called 
upon Mayor Noonan to persuade him 
to reseind his order of Saturday nigbt or 
Sunday morning concerning the matter 
of laying tracks on ain street from 
Florida to Biddle. Mr. Rainwater ex 
plained the situation. He said 
that in the first place, after mature considera- 
tion of the matter the Merchants’ Tegminal 
Railroad Co. has decided that under the exist- 
ing circumstances the track should be put in 
the middle of the street, as no regara could be 
paid to measures concerning the tracks which 
are now pending in the Assembly. he only 
thing the company had to base its calculations 
upon was the ordinance giving them the right 
to lay the track on that street, so it was 
decided to lay it down the middle of the road- 
way so that property owners could not raise 
the objection that there was more driving 
space on one side of the track than on 
the other. Mr. Rainwater then continued and 
explained that there was no legal 
obstacle in the way of this track other than 
the Mayor’s order. All that part of the busi- 
ness was regular, plans, specifications 
etc., having been filed with the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements according to law. 

WHY IT WAS DONE. 

The reasons for beginning the work at the 
time it was done, Mr. Rainwater explained, 
were first to avoid the danger of 
a possible injunction from some 
hostile citizen owing property inthe vicini- 
ty, which if filed would delay matters fora 
long time and make a gap in the road which 
would delay matters all along the line; and, 
secondly, it was better to work at night time 
and on Sunday because Main street at that 
point, except at the times mentioned, was a 
very busy street and to avoid interrupting 
business the work was to be done at night 
and on Sunday and would have been com- 
pleted this morning if it had not been 
stopped. 

The reason for the haste displayed Mr. Rain- 
water explained by saying that the piece of 
track they were trying to lay was very 
necessary to carry material for 
the elevated structure, for which 
ground is being broken to-day, and 
it was absolutely necessary to get the work 
well under way before the ground was frozen. 
The Mayor took the matter under considera- 
tion and held a consultation with the Board of 
Public Improvements before deciding. The 
board met in the Mayor’s office at 11 
o’clock and talked the matter over. 
The decision arrived at was that the 
board had no authority in the 
case in question and that the burden of mak- 
ing a decision rested onthe Mayor. He in- 
structed Commissioner Bunet to prepare a 
plan of the street and submit it, with sugges- 
tions as to the best methods to adopt in re- 
gard to placing the track with reference to 
possibletracks in the future.

Dockstader, the minstrel, and who have 
seer u play both at the theaters 
an ‘Sportseman’s Park, will be a 
litt ‘sed to hear that he is a bankrupt, 
and &® creditors in New York do not 
know at present where he is. Dockstadter 


bas played several engagements here and also 
appeared as third baseman in a game of base 
ball at Sportsman’s Park the last time his 
show was in town. He was tne proprietor of 
Dockstader’s Theater in New York. Thurs- 
day evening the theater was closed and a no- 
tice was pasted on the door that, on account 
of the suaden illness of Mr. Lew Dockstader, 
there would be no performance. This was a 
thin disguise for the real reason. Dock- 
stader and his wife were gone, probably 
to Philadelphia. The minstrel was ‘*broke’’ 
andthe Sberiff was after him. Dockstader’s 
Theater in New York was opened four years 
ago, For the last year, it has not made any 
money. Lew was at last satisfied that min- 
strelsy would not pay and he attempted comic 
opera. He put on The Tallapoosa’’ on 
Monday night. He had put all the money 
he and his wife could raise into the 
production. The Tallapoosa was a flat 
failure. Dockstader had worked himself al- 
most to death preparing for the performance. 
He had expected to meet several bills 
out of the proceeds. Thefailure scared him. 
He fied, leaving a large number of unpaid bills 
in his wake. Where he is gone, nobody seems 
to know, but he is probably in Philadelphia. 
His creditors appear to think that he will bob 
up serenely and be able to settle before long. 
Dockstader went to New York four years ago 
from Philadelphia, where he was known to 
fame as a member of Oameéron’s Minstrels. 

He shortly afterward rentedthe Comedy 
Theater in New York and changed its name to 
Dockstader’s, and converted it into a perma- 
nent homeof minstrelsy. He was assisted 
financially bya local capitalist, who heard 
him sing a com je song ata private dinner. 
The moneyed man, however, withdrew, and 
the comedian was left to himself. Subse- 
quently other capitalists took a hand in, 
but could not agree with the genial Lew, and 
they drew their money out. Dockstader evi- 
dently did a fair business in this city, and his 
disaster is mainly owing to his road experi- 
ence, which were always costly.

IN HONOR OF THE DEAD. 


PLANS FOR A TRIBUTE OF RESPECT TO THE 
LATE JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


Propositions to Be Considered for Raising a 
Fund for the Family of the Ex- President 
—Beauvoir Recommended as a Site for a 
Soldiers’ Home—Local Action. 


HE death of Jef- 
ferson Davis, ex- 
President of the 
Confederacy, will 
be made the oc- 
casion of a great 
many meetings 
of associations of 
ex - Confederates 
in all parts of the 
country, and St. 
Louls will not be 
behind. A meet- 
ing of the Southern Historical and 
Benevolent Association has been called 
for 8 o’clock on Wednesday night, at the 
rooms of the society, 1600 Lucas place, and a 
large attendance is assured. The object of 
the t meeting will be to adopt resolu- 
tions of respect to the memory 
of the dead leader of the rebellion,and to take 
such other action as many be decided upon. 
Many who have seldom attended the meetings 
of the society will be present on tnat occasion, 
and it is belleved that it will be the largest 
gathering that has ever been held by the 
Southern Historical Association, which in- 
— nearly allthe ex-Confederates in the 
city. 

28. TO RAISE A FUND. 

It is probable that some steps will be taken 
both here and elsewhere to perpetuate the 
memory of Davis. Several propositions have 
already been made, although none have yet 
been acted upon. One pian is to raise a fund 
for his family, similary to that raised for the 
family of the late Gen. J. B. Hood of Texas. 
Another is to purchase Beauvoir, where Davis 
spent the last years of his life, and transform 
it into a Confederate Soldiers“ home. In ref- 
erence to the first proposition, Col. T. A. 
William, who has lately returned from Nash- 
ville, Tenn., said: ‘‘It is not generally 
known, but is neverthless a fact that 
Mr. Davis died heavily in debt. There 


was a mortgage of about 340, 000 
on his home at Beauvoir, and afew weeks 
ago the preliminary steps were taken in Nash- 
ville toward forming a company to purchase 
some wild lands owned by Mr. Davis in Ar- 
kansas, paying for the tract a sufficient 
amount to liftthe mortgage. Whether this 
will now be necessary I cannot say, as it de- 
— upon the desire of his family to keep 

eauvoir. The homestead and plantation are 
valuable, and as he leaves but two daughters, 
one of them married, it be 
sold for enough to provide com- 
fortably for them. My idea would be 
to raise afund for the purchase of Beauvoir 
and transform it into a home for disabled 
Confederate veterans, ” 

FAVORING A SOLDIERS’ HOMB. 

Joseph Boyce, President of the Southern 
Historical and Benevolent Association, said: 
The meeting is not called with any idea of 
raising a fund, but thie may come up. The 
Missouri veterans will not be behind the 
others. 

Seth W. Cobbsaid: ‘‘As to ralsing a fund 
for tne Davis family I have never heard it 
mentioned. In faet I have always under- 
stood that it was not 
But if it is I ao 
that there will be any difficulty in raising it. At 
n it is impossible to say what it any- 
bing will de done.“ 

„The Davis family should never be allowed 
to want, and it never will be,“ said 8. R. 
Hutchins. ‘‘What his circumstances were 1 
do not know, but his family will be taken care 
of. The idea of buying Beauvoir for a sol- 
diers’ home seems to me to be excellent. It 
was presented to Mr. Davis by a lady who 
admired course while at the 

the Confederacy, and 
be peculiarly appropriate 
to make it a veterans home. I believe that a 
subscription for its purchase and endowment 
would be most successful. 
OTHER OPINTONS. 

T. E. Pritchett remarked: I have heard 
nothing of any contemplated fund, but if re- 
quired it oould easily be raised, and Missouri 
will not be behind other States. 

L. H. Connor said: The Missouri contin- 
gent can be counted on, dut I think we 
better wait before taking any action beyo 
adopting resolutions until we hear from hi 
home in Mississippi what is deemed the best 
course to pursue. The wishes of his family 
in regard to Beauvoir should govern the dis- 
position to be made of his homestead. Until 
that is known and the condition of his estate 
ascertained it would be unwise to attempt to 
do anything. 4 ; ° 

J. M. Douglas said: ‘‘Iwillbe present at 
the meeting, but do not believe¢hat the Mis- 
sour! Confederates have as yet formed any 
plans as to what should be done, beyond de- 
ciding to adopt reselutions. After we have 
had a chance to consult and to see what other 
States will do, the Missour! men will un- 
doubtedly act. ' 

Henry W. Williams seid: I have never at- 
tended any of the ex-Confederate meetings 
here, but my admiration for Davis is ex- 
treme. Whatever is needed by his family will 
be freely and gladiy supplied by the ex-Con- 
federates: Ifa fund is needed, it will surely 
be forthcoming. Astotheidea of making a 
Confederate soldiers’ home of Beauvoir, I 
think it excellent, if the family are willing to 
give up the place, but it would depend en- 
tirely upon that. We will not be wanting in 
anything that may be required.’’

An Abducted Child Recovered After an 
Absence of Twenty-Three Years.

PARKERSBURG, W. Va., Dec: 9.—Twenty- 
three years ago a man named Holland died in 
Ritchie County and left a widow with one 
child, a boy of 3 or 4 years of age. The widow, 
after a year had elapsed, married Hiram 
Peters, a well-to-do farmer of Taylor County. 
Shortly afterward the boy was kidnaped, and 
allclew of him lost. Frantic with grief, the 


mother searched in all directions. but with 
notthe slightest success. Finally, to crown 
the catastrophe, the poor woman’s mind gave 
way and she was consigned to the luna- 
tic asylum at Weston. She was pronounced 
cured three times and as often was returned 
to the asylum after an absence of afew weeks 
of melancholy and grief over the loss of her 
boy. The husband moved on in silence and 
rief over the loss of the boy, and the worse 
han death of his mother. A short time ago 
the mother was again pronounced cured and 
she again returned to her home in Taylor 
County. A few days after her return Mr. 
Peters was called to Ritchie County an busi- 
ness to the neighborhood where Mrs. 
Peters had formerly lived. Here he 
unexpectedly came across a  clew to 
the lost boy, which he followed up without 
returning to his home and stricken wife. His 
search this time proved successful and the 
boy was found in a town in Iowa, where the 
lad had been adopted into a wealthy family, 
whose name he had taken. The identity 
was complete. The boy, overjoyed at 
the discovery ot his mother, bas 
written to her and insisted on both his 
mother and Mr. Peters, ber husband, coming 
to bim and making his home theirs for the 
balance of theirlives. They have packed up 
their small possessions and have gone to their 
long lostson. Itis unnecessary to add that 
the overjoyed mother is now completely 
healed of all mental trouble.

A MOST ENERGETIC CAMPAIGN TO BE IN- 
AUGURATED AT WASHINGTON. 


A Meeting of The World’s Fair Executive 
Committee, at Which Several Important 
Questions Will Be Discussed—Reinforce- 
ments to Be Sent to Washington—Con- 
sidering a Site—The Finances. ; 


T an early date 
the Executive Com- 
mittee of the 
2 World's Fair will as- 
semble at the head- 
quarters’ robms for 
the purpose of tran- 
sacting such business 
as may be brought 
before it. The princi- 
pal subjects to be 
discussed will have 
reference to the cam- 
paign in Washington 
2 and the site to be 
recommended for the location ot the Fair if it 
is awarded to St. Louis. There has not been a 
meeting of the Executive Committee for some 
time, and the reports received from the 
Washington delegation will be read. 
NEEDED REINFORCEMENTS. 

It is understood that these are of an encour- 
aging character, but that the presence of a 
larger delegation than the one now in the 
national capital was very necessary to accom- 
plish all that will be required to properly pre- 
sent the cause of St. Louis to the individual 
Congressmen. A large number of representa- 
tives were appointed to urge St. Louis’ 
claims, but only a small percentage have 
gone to the capital, while Chicago has scores 
of workers on the ground. The necessity of a 
change in the direction of increased energy 
will be strongly urged and steps taken 
to at once send a large reinforcement 
to Washington toaid those already at work. 
It is the desire of the friends of St. Louis, ac- 
cording to the reports received from Wash- 
ington, to delay the decission of the question 
until the claims of this city have been 
properly presented and time given for their 
careful consideration. The Chicago con- 
tingent, on the other hand, wish to force the 
matter to a vote at the earliest possible 
moment, realizing that they are losing

manitestly unsuitable. Fourteen designs wers 
thus laid aside, twenty-three being retained 
for further consideration. 

The second step consisted in the selecting 
ofsix of the most attractive exteriors, as 
shown by perspectives, or by the front eleva- 
tion where the perspective was wanting. 

A third step, the entrance or firstfioor pian, 
the second floor plan, and the front elevation 
of each of the twenty-three designs selected 
were hung upon the walls of a large room and 
carefully eXamined with reference to their 
“respective merits in regard to general dis- 
iribution; the interior architectural effect 
the grouping of the offices, and their detuiled 
arrangements and shapes, lighting and na- 
tural ventilation, and of minor conveniences 
such as toilet rooms, elevators and the like, 

EACH PLAN WAS IN TURN COMPARED. 
with every other in regard to every point 
considered, and was marked on a scale of 100; 

marks thus revordered were then care- 
ully gone over a second time, the plans be- 

— Rapp minutely scrutinized, with the re- 

that there appeared to be no doubt that 
nine among them were distinctly superior to 
thelr rivals, which were accordingly laid 
aside and rejected. 

‘‘On comparing these nine sets of plans 
with the six exteriors previousiy selected, 
five proved to bear the same ciphers. The 
descriptions sent with each pian were then 
read in order to make sure that no point of 
merit was overlooked. The result simply 
proved the careſulness of the examination al- 
ready made, no point of any importance ap- 
pearing which had not already been observed 
and noted. Then followed a re- 
néewed examination of the plans 
and elevations in detail; the nine 
designs being ranked inthe order of merit. 
It appeared that the st best of this number 
were marked Pro Patria, ‘Faith,’ Civie,“ 
*Six-Poiuted Star and Crescent, St. Louis 
and ‘Unity,’ in the order ‘given, and 
*Draeq’ being next in order. 

**Meanwhile a computation was in progress 
of the cubic contents above ground, of the 
total length of the exterior walis (including 
walls of courts), of the total ground floor 
area, and of area occupied on each floor by 
courts, corridors and hallwaye, the results of 
which appear in the detalled description here- 
with submitted. 

**Finaliy the twenty-eight — 2 8 
Snrown out were re-examined in order to 
make doubly sure that no point of excellence 
had been overlooked in any of them, and that 
the best of them was after all inferior to the 
lowest in merit of the nine ranked above 
them. Theresult of this examination in no 
wise altered the conclusion already reached. 

Following are the detailed reports upon 
the seven designs finally ranked highest: 

PRO PATRIA. 

Four out of these seven designs show an 
Oblong plan with two large interior court 
yards. Of these distinctiy the best is in my 
judgment that marked ‘‘Pro Patria.’’ The 
arrangement is simple and easily understood. 
All the rooms and corridors are well lighted, 
connection is simple and direct, and is 
facilitated by secondary passages connect- 
ing the rooms that belong together and the 
arrangement of the offices seems sensible 
and convenient, while the basement en- 
trances to the courts and isolated positions of 
outbuildings are excelient features. In point 
of architectural character and effect this 
seems to be even more distinctly superior to 
the others: The exterior is remarkably sim- 
ple and delicate, and the effect is gained with- 
out the employment of useless and expensive 
features. 

Moreover, if it should prove undesirable 
to build a tower, this design would suffer 
from the omission less than almost any of the 
others. This simplicity of treatment wonid 
to a considerable extent affect the expense 
@ntailed by the size of the bullding, for in 
floor space it is larger than any of those 
under consideration, except that marked 
with a six-point star and crescent. In regard 
to the three large rooms on the second floor 
it is difficult to say, without knowing 
how mauy people are to Heit be them, whether 
they are or are not of convenient shape. But 
considerable changes might be made without 
materially affecting the main features of this 


design. 
THE VERY BEST. 

„Taking it altogether, this is not only, as it 
stands, the only one of those presented that 
could be erected without serious mod 

cations, but it is the one that evinces 
in my judgment the best artistic resources on 
the partofthe author. I emphatieally rec- 
ommend it for the first prize.’’ The other six

CHICAGO, III., Dec. 9.—At the opening of tha 
Cronin trial this morning Mr. Forrest resumed 
his address to the jury on behalf of the de- 
tense.
